The port of Rotterdam is one of 


the most interesting and progressive 
of the continental ports. A kt'en ri-

There are eight quays 
from 1000 feet to 3000 feet long, with 
depth.of water from 17 feet to 23 
feet and 12 "harbors" with from 5 
to 12 feet depth. These are used by 
the merchant craft and on market 
days they are overloaded -with form- 
er type of Dutch vessels. Thel bridges 
are movable so that all these harbors 
can be reached by vessels without 
lowering their mastss.
